Old Bridge Was 
BigAchievement 
25 Years Ago 


Although the new Bay St. Louis 
Bridge is a magnificent accomplish- 
ment, the old bridge across the Bay 
was no small achievement when it was 
erected 25 years ago. 

Amazing amounts of lumber, piling, 
steel, bolts, nuts and the like were 
used in the construction. Many un- 
forseen engineering difficulties also 
were encountered. 

The old bridge is a mile and nine- 
tenths long. It is 24 feet wide overall 
20 feet for vehicle traffic, and a 
4 foot sidewalk. The draw section isa 
steel swing span, 200 feet long and 
weighing 220 tons. 

The permanent center pier was faced 
with 100 pieces of Larssen’s copper 
bearing sheet piling imported from 
Germany. 

Some 180,000 linear feet of cre- 
osoted pilings were used in 50, 60, 75 

lengths. These piles
